There may be a whole 
street-full of soelally-shlpwreckcd peo- 
ple slowly Btarvlne to death, with prac- 
tically no hope of rescue at all, and so- 
ciety cold-bloodedly replies that It Is 
"Due to causes that cannot be Imme- 
diately removed ;" that they are "sur- 
plus population" who had better be 
sent off to some distant part of the 
world, If tliey- will j-jerniht In living on 
when they have no work. 

But six men starving to death rapidly 
in a little boat on the sea^ah, that Is 
another thing altogether ! Send out 
cruisers to pick them up ; spare no 
expense or trouble ! Risk the iives of 
a dozen other men to row over

to them ! Never mind If they are 
Spaniards, Germans, or c\'en nejiroea— 
they must be rescued ! 

Why this extraordinary difference of 
view and of treatment ? TVhy, If not 
because even In their benevolence peo- 
ple are governed by sentiment rather 
than by principle ? Nobody can be 
more delighted than we are to hear of 
the daring rush of the lifeboat cren- to 
their oars, of the Ions night's struBSIe 
with wind and waves to reach help- 
less^ worn-out men, who, havlne seen 
their vessel sink, have had to take to 
the Ijoal and pass days and iilthts 
without shelter or food or water amidst 
the storm. All excellent— just exactly 
as It should be. But all ilic greater 
the shame that whole communtlles, 
thousands of men, women and child- 
ren can he left to no less Intense suf- 
ferlnc. danger and need In the midst 
of great, wealthy cities, where all their 
wants could be Immediately supplied. 
If the io\'c of JcGus, and not the love 
of self, were the rullnc passion. 
« • * « 

But there Is a far more terrible blind- 
ness and hardness of heart. It Is the 
nwfni truth that even those who feel 
moat deeply for the sufferings and dan- 
irers of the body can be just as utterly 
careless and unmoved with regard to 
Klnklne Bonis ! What pouTlnps forth or 
"charity" do we see In the celebration ■ 
of the year's lestlvltl"? ! Thoi;shtlc== 
and heartless as much of it may be, 
seeine that It often seeks only to feed 
for one short hour thousands who are 
known and allowed to 

Hnoser and T&lrst. 
all the redt of the year, yet it is aomc- 
thine to give the "poor thiBRs" one 
hrlsrht hour at least, and wc thank God 
for all that. 

But how horrible to think that Chrht- 
lanSi while frlvlng a little food to hun- 
KTjr bodies, can be utterly forgetful of 
the fact that the souls of so many mll- 
Itonn, rich and poor, are utterly desti- 
tute—are sinking lower and lower 
amidst the wav<?a of worldllness, sin 
and unbelief— and must soon be lost 
for ever unless they can be Rot on 
board the Gospel ship. 

The deepest depth of horror Is reach- 
ed, however, when anything of this In- 
difference to BOulB is found In the 
ranks of the Snlvntlon Army, and I 
must confe.'is that our picture brln^ 
that Rort or thtn^r before mc far more 
than anything else It represents. 

In that boat-load of poor follows at 
the last extremity, 1 see the very pho- 






tograph of BO many half-dozens who 
are allowed to so out of Salvation 
Army prayer irieetlnes to Hell ! Tea, 
to Hell ! Have we not known even 
worse scenes than this ? Have we not 
GCcn (treat ghlpa, In the shape of "de- 
monstrations," come alone, and not 
ao much as lower a Ufe-boat, that la to 
say, hold a real prayer meeting, '<"" 
the poor sinners at all ? There has 
been the holalluB of a signal Just tOT 
decency's sake. 

In the ordinary Salvation Anny 
meeting there la the prayer-meeting, 
decently planned and begun by the 
leader. But what do I see ?— that boat- 
ful of the sinking reproduced some- 
times by a!? many scores aa there are 
sailors there. 

There Is the poor fellow who has even 
lifted up hia signal of distress by get- 
tlnc near the front, perhaps even by 
putting Up his hand to ask prayer. But 
he has not cot conrage to come to the 
penitent-form yet, and there he sticks, 
sinking before our eyes. Near him Is 
a man leaning his head back on a 
seat, as if he were asleep— "Quite indif- 
ferent he must be— no good to speak to 
him.'* Another has his head turned the 
other way— "Think he is laughing, has 
often been Just on that seat before— a 
blackfsmith's boy ; wish we could set 
some new people, don't you know. No 
hope of him, of course." And then there 
Is another, who seems to "be praying. 
Don't know him, but he's

Won't aiBturb him. And that Iflzy- 
looking young fellow : should think he 
never works. (True, he might be a 
poor prodigal, nearly starved into sur- 
render at last.) He hasn't even a coat 
to his back. Doesn't evidently take any 
trouble to make hlmsflf decent. Pro- 
bably a cadger. 1 won't apeak to him, 
not I :■■ , , 

Look at that picture ; Where Is the 
Salvation Lifeboat ? 'Where are the 
fishers of men determined to hunt 
every square inch of the building till 
they catch somebody and lug them to 
the Cross ? 

Tg there nobody in all the CorpB with 
a real, live heart of pity for slnklne 
souls ? Is there nohndy with intelli- 
gence enough to read beneath the face 
and to nnrterstand that the most indif- 
ferent are the most in danger, who 
Bhould be most violently aroused lest 
before our vory pyes nnd in our very 
Barracks, they sleep the sleep of eter- 
nal death ? Is there nobody that will 
take the trouble to llEht a prayer meet- 
ing late into the night, aye, right into 
the mnrnlng, rather than leave souls to 
perish that might, with proper eare, be 
rescued ? 

There is one view that might be token 
of our picture which more especially 
concerns you. .•<inner. Do you look at 
thofie ;«jnr fellows In their little boat 
and say. "Oh. yos, and 1 shall get pick- 
ed up somehow at last ?" 

Have you never read how wany such 
Poor Viottnu Die 
before they can be got on board the 
resculn;? vessel, or before they can 
reach the land, or never recover from 
the terrible effects of their exposure for 
so many days and nights in an open 
boat ? 

Oh, do not risk your soul to the last 
moment's possibilities ? No week passes 
when we are not called to the death- 
bed of some negiecter of Christ like 
yourself, who has to paas, in uncon- 
sciousness, unhelped, uncomforted, to 
the awful doom that Christ has fore- 
told for all who will not come to Him 
whilst thev still can. To choose delay 
IR to choose damnation !

SECOND IN THIS SCHEME COMES 
WHAT I SHALL DESIGNATE AS 
THE ALL LOVE THEORT. 

The propounders of this theory, with- 
out daring actually to contest the great 
facts of revelation, would have us be 
silent about the most serious of them, 
lest we should shock the people. They 
tell us gravely that men will be "re- 
pelled from the goapei," it Its lruth» 
about Judgment End hell are not kept 
in the background ; tell, say thej, 
about the Father's love, but do not 
talk about "damnation" and "the wrath 
to come."

Should we not say he was 
cruel 7 The child playing on your 
hearth-rug might well complain if you 
wBl not tell him that iire burns, be- 
cause, forsooth, he might tblnk you 
eruel to have It there, and so you leave 
him to find It out by falling in ! "Hush, 
do not frighten the people ;" sing to 
them : talk sweetly to them : there 
are no modern words for hell 
and Hueh-like horrors, In ancient 
days there were prophets, whose flery 
warnines of judgment to come led 
whole nations to repentance, but men 
think they know better now. The God 
who sent those poor old fanatics to 
speak plain words of wrath and denun- 
ciation is not their God. His words of 
burning reproof and fearful threaten- 
ing Is not their burden. Their message 
is some "sweet text" tied to a bunch 
of flowers ; their burden can be given 
by "Saturday evenings for the people.- 
where "comic readings," "gymnastlca," 
'secular music by the choir" are the 
converting measures deemed most suit- 
able. Alas ! Alas ! such maudlin souls 
are not worthy to deal with the thlnge 
of eternity ! Who wants in the hospital 
a man too "tender" to probe the wound, 
too "merceful" to amputate the morti- 
fying limb, too "lovlnB" to say with 
firmness. Do this, bear this, or die ? 
Away with such a sentimental sur- 
geon, you would cry ; send lijm to 
pick rose leaves, where his feeble 
hands will do no mischief. And yet 
these over-merciful friends I am talk- 
ing about would spiritually elevate the 
masses by twaddling Lu them !r. their 
sins and rebellion, about love, and 
BweetnesH, and peace, when, if they did 
not shut their ears, and were wllllnB to 
catch the sound, they would hear the 
thundering echoes from every sinner's 
conscience, "There is no peace to the 
wicked i" "Wroth to come, wrath to 
come," 

THIRD. NEXT IN THIS CATA- 
LOGUE OF MODERN SALVATIONS 
COMBS THE THEORY OF DOUBT. 

These doubters, while manifestly very 
shaky as to their own theory, argue 
that all is "too uncertain for us to 
speak positively as to eternity." As we 
have before noted, their scheme for 
elevating men is to teach know-noth- 
ingness. They seem to think that doubt 
is itself aomethine very ennobling, that 
la, in things spirttUBl, for In things 
temporal they have faith enough, and 
also exact It from others. They claim 
eaDllclt trust in their bustnesa rela- 
tions, iierfect confldence in their domes- 
tic lives, but appear to think that to 
doubt the sreat Ood and His revelation 
will somehow prove a great blessing 
and beneitt to mankind ; "as to eter- 



nal things it Is not seemly to speak 
positively." 

In yonder back street, ah, even in the 
worst dens of vice, are found men who 
have in the depths of tlielr sinful hearts 
some hluueii tiieuiory, which is the link 
to holy things. Perhaps they have 
stood when boys by the dying bed of 
some humble believing father, who de- 
clared In his last hours that he knew 
In whom he believed ; or perhaps, even 
in the later and blacker days of their 
lives, they have seen a little one go 
from their own dark homes with a 
heavenly smile upon its face, and the 
words, "Jesus has come to fetch me." 
on its lips; and these men believe with- 
out a doubt in the God who, some- 
how, made their fathers and their 
children know Him, and some day 
they mean to turn to Him ; but the 
chains of an evil life are holding them 
down with the "masses" of desperate 
and dangerous sinners around them. 
To these the modern scheme comes 
with its new light, and lays Its with- 
ering touch on these memories of good. 
"We cannot luiow," it says ; "women 
may have dreamt, and children be- 
lieved, old men may have had their 
alck fancies, but It Is better to be with- 
out that which Is delusive ; the only 
certain thincr is that all is uncertain, 
the manly thing la to doubt." 

Ah ! rich man, you may filt in your 
palace-like home, where nothing un- 
nleasant is now allowed to enter, and 
It may seem little loss to you, so far, 
that your belief in eternal things has 
heen loosened ; but to the poor man 
in his bare life, and to the man who 
Is bound by some sinful chain of vice, 
and whose earthly career has not an- 
other gleam of hope, it becomes the 
final stroke of misery and degradation 
to make him think that he cannot 
know with any certainty any better 
things than those which now surround 
him. If there Is not anywhere in the 
universe a Saviour's hand, whose clasp 
he may yet feel, and on whose strength 
he may depend to draw him up out 
of his drunken Jall-bird existence to 
something purer and better, come day, 
when he shall have made u^t his mind 
to be saved, then his one door of hope 
is closed, and he realizes, with a bit- 
terness which will drown itself In fresh 
outbursts of ain and villainy, that there 
Is no true light or guide anywhere for 
anybody. Granted that the one guide 
la untrustworthy, tiie one beacon-liKht 
P05sll>ly false, he la out on the sea of 
ilfe without a spark of hope or cheer. 
Shipwreck and eternal ruin may be 
the next event at any hour. 

FOURTH. "THE CHHISTIAN 

FREE-THINKERS" NEXT CLAIM 
OUR ATTENTION. 

These are bolder than the latter class, 
denying whatever seems to them to 
be objectionable In the Scriptures. The 
Inspiration of the Bible Is to them on 
a level with that of Shakesoeare or 
Homer, and for anything they do not 
like they have a free rendering, or a 
cool excision. They would take away 
what they fancy to be stumblSng-blocka 
In the path of men, without stopping 
to consider whether God Himself plac- 
ed them there as guiding-posts. Ah. 
what contempt such men would feel 
for the word "free" If It wore applied 
In other ways. Who would tolerate the 
"free" soldier, who set up his own 
notions as to military matters, and at 
the critical hour of the fight was found 
obeying and leading others to obey or- 
ders which had been altered by the 
omission of all which he considered ob- 
jectionable ? 'Who would for long be 
retained in Her Majesty's household 
who should presume to alter the rules 
of court behaviour, and to expunge 
what he deemed irksome ? And yet 
the revelation which Is to train ser- 
vants for the eternal household of the 
King of kings, and the laws laid down 
by the Lord of hosts, by which His 
battles are to be fought, may be treat- 
ed with D. free hand, and tinkered and 
pared— obeyed and disobeyed— accord- 
ing to the notions of men who love 
their own will tietter than anything 
else in heaven or on eanh ! Alas, I fear 
It may be said of these doubters that 
"while they promise men liberty, they 
themselves are servants to corruption," 
and I would remind them "how that 
the Lord, having saved the people out 
of the land of Egypt, atienvarda de- 
stroyed them that believed not." 

We might go on to multiply those 
modem schemes for the Imiirovement 
and elevation of man, for thoy are Ic- 
f^ion, and some of them doubtless pro- 
pounded by those who have much teal 
concern and compassion fdr the multi- 
tudes, but which all the more, because 
there is so much of good In them, are 



the most dangerous and ruinous to the 
hisheat interests of manldnd. 

Take away from the way-fnring man 
the absolute certainty which he feels 
about the truth of the gospel, and 
where do you leave him ? Wretched 
and hopeless in the very centre of his 
being. Tou may have fed his body, 
you may have clothed and housed him, 
you may tiave educated his children, 
yo'J ms.y have nursed blm In sickness 
and comforted him in sorrow : but for 
all this he is left on the moors to wan- 
der and die in desolation and darlcness. 
Id spite of all your feeding and all 
your loving rush-lishts. 

This sort of compassion la the most 
cruel ignis fatuus the devil ever Invent- 
ed. Depend upon it. you cannot be 
more merciful than Jesus, who says 
to-day to you and to all men, "He that 
belleveth shall be saved, and he that 
believeth not sliall be damned." 

TBS DYIRG LOTE Of CHBIST. 

We propose now to consider in Jux- 
taposition with all these modern 
schemes for the elevation of mankind, 
on which we have been remarking, that 
one wlilch is universally admitted to 
be the model scheme ; the Ideal of all 
that Is lovely, tender, ennobling, and 
comprehensive. 

The scheme of Christ, with Its aims 
and modes, as shown in the story of 
His iife-compasslon for the world. I 
contend that the compassion of Jesus 
stands out distinguished as of another 
kind from ail the philanthropic plann 
which we have been considering. 

FIRST : BT ITS CLEAR PERCEP- 
TION OF THE WORST FEATURE 
OP MAN'S CONDITION. 

No doubt tile Saviour's heart ached 
in sympathy with the mass of human 
sorrow, sickness, and poverty brought 
before Him. Where we have only a 
glimpse of men's troubles as we move 
hurriedly up and down among them, 
He had the whole sad story unfolded 
to Him, and His keen love responded 
tenderly to every cry for help. Never- 
theless, lie v.as never olverted from 
the great cenlral danger. To Him the 
sorrowful, (ruubled crowd were not 
merely poor and suffering, not merely 
oppressed by unjust laws, and crowd- 
ed into badly-constructed dwellings, — 
not merely hungrj*, hard-worked, and 
comfortless ; these were incidents 
which He sometimes alleviated and 
more often shared, but the crowning 
peril, the absolutely certain woe which 
eclipsed, in His sight, every other, was 
the loss of the soul. He ilings aside 
contemptuously the thought that living 
well in this world was a real benefit. 
The fool of all the world, the man who 
in His opinion stood in most awful 
risk. Is drawn by Him in a parable 
sketch which is little dwelt on in these 
days. This fool in Christ's picture was 
the rich man with bursting barns and 
"so much good" that he knew not 
how- to dispose of them. He was a 
man who had been elevated by educa- 
tion enough, at any rate, to enable 
lilm to do a good business ; he enjoyed 
the bonelita of a good dwelling, good 
food, and, doubtless, the best society 
within his reach ; and yet he was a 
fool, and Christ holds him up as the 
last sample of such, simply because 
he left his soul in Jeopardy. 

Again, Christ draws another picture, 
blacker and more awful yet, and again 
He selects the rich man (the very man. 
rememiitr, who had enjoyed the best of 
this world's benpfits and who also wa? 
kind to the poor Lazarus), and yet 
Christ draws aside the veil of the fu- 
ture world, and shows where earthly 
elevation landed him. 

^'The rich man died, and was buried ; 
and in hell he lift up his eyes, being in 
torments, and seeth Abraham afar off, 
and Lazarus In his bosom. And he 
cried and said. Father Abraham, have 
mercy on me, and send Lazarus, that 
he may dip the tip of bis finger In wa- 
ter and cool my tongue ; for I am tor- 
mented in th!« flom». But Abrahasr. 
<<ald. Son, remember that thou in thy 
life time recelvest thy good things, 
and liketse Lazarus evit things ; but 
now he Is comforted, and thou art tor- 
mented. And beside all this, between 
us and you there Is a. great gulf fixed : 
so that they which would paaa from 
thence to you cannot ; neither can 
they pass to us, that would come from

By a vote of fifteen to ten the Trann- 
vaal Volksraad has passed a bill total- 
ly prohibiting the sale of liquor to na- 
tives from Januarj' 1st. The law has 
been urgently demanded by Johannes- 
burg, which employs about 47,000 na- 
tives about the mines. It has been 
proved that fifteen per cent, of these 
natives are absent dally through 
drunkenness, and another five per cent, 
turn up in a drow-sy, stupid state from 
the same cauae. The evil has become 
so great, however, that unless stopped 
it would soon be necessary to close 
the mines. It remains now to be seen 
whether the stringent law will be hon- 
estly carried out. The refusal of such 
a law was one of the Outlanders' griev- 
ances. Its pasGlng now is a welcome 
sign that the old stubborn attitude of 
the Boer's has given w-ny.

'Be atlil, 
and know that 1 am God,' 'Stand In 
awe, and sin not ; commune In your 
own heart upon jour bed. and be still,* 
or shall vir'e press alter It by an Inter- 
nal wreatllniJ^, according to these com- 
mands of Christ : 'f3trlve to enter In 
at the straight gate,' Tlie Kingdom of 
Heaven suffercth violence, and the vio- 
lent taketli by force 7' " etc. 

According to the evangelical balance 
ot the doctrine ot free grace and tree 
win, I answer, that the way to pcrfee- 
tlon Is by the due combination of prev- 
enicnt, aslstlng fre gi"ace, and of sub- 
missive, assisted free will. Antlnomian 
etiilness. therefore, which Bays that free 
grace must do all, la not the way. Phar- 
iaaic activity, which will do most, it 
not all, Is not the way ; Join these two 
jiLii-tlal systems, allowing free gi'aee 
the lead and high pre-eminence which 
it so Justly claims, and you have the 
balance of the two gospel axioms ; you 
do Justice to the dqetrines of mfrey, 
and Justice, of free grace and 
tree will, ot Divine fnlthtulnpss 
In keeping the covenant of grace, 
and of human faithfulness, in 
laying hold of that covenant, and keep- 
ing within Its bounds ; In short, you 
have the Scripture method of waiting 
upon God, which Mr. Wesley describes 
thus :

"By this activity subordinate to jrrace. 
you will take the Kingdom ot Heaven 
by force, "When your

God. But when your hesit awlftlv 
moves towards God by faith, as It acts 
the part of a diligent worker ; when 
vour ardent soul follows after Cod. as 
a thirsty deer does after the water- 
brooks, It may be compared to the leg 
ttZ the coropaRses -Ev-hlch tracer the cir- 
crumterence of the circle ; and then 
these words ot the poet, "Restless." 
and "Vehement" properly belong to 
It. To go on steadily to perfection, 
you must therefore endeavor steadily 
to believe, according to the doctrine 
of the first gospel axiom, and as there 
\H opportunity, diligently to work ae- 
eordlnE to the doctrine of the second. 
And tlie moment your faith is steadily 
nxed in God as your centre, and your 
obedience sv'iftly moves In the circle 
ot duty from the rest and power which 
vou find in that centre you have at- 
tained, you are made peri^ect in the 
faith which works by love. Tour hum- 
ble faith saves you from Pharisaism, 
your obedient love from Antlnomlan- 
ism : and both, in due subordination 
to Christ, constitute you a Just man 
made perfect acocrdlng to your dispen- 
sation. " 

Holiness is not only a state to be ob- 
tained, a gift to be received, but also 
o life to be lived, a way to be tra\'- 
elled.

AnnouncomonlE were on puoh a scale 
as to acquaint the whole city with the 
fact of the forlhoomlng event, and that 
man must either have been very blind 
or very deaf who could complain that 
he ml.ssed throusli ignorance the sight 
of the Armenians, and the sound of 
the pleading accents of the Field Com- 
missioner's voice In the great and en- 



thusiastic meetings which she there 
conducted. 

A Now Intorest Took PosaHolon of tlie 
City 

—Its sympathies were drawn out by 
means of the Salvation Army to a, 
I'.ecn sense towards the refugees of 
brave and self-denying Armenia. The 
fact, that the Kingston Barracks was 
three times packed to the doors was 
some expression to the Interest awak- 
ened. 

The Barracks was vested with excep- 
tional Interest that day. Those who 
first came must hn,ve acted as advertlz- 
crs on their own responsibility, for 
the crowds grew In size, and In mani- 
fested breathless interest and sym- 
pathy.

the Gpirit nf the gatherings, ^Vhat 
soul could stand out aealnst the thrill- 
ing and awful narrations of persecu- 
tion and cruelty to which the King- 
ston people listened that day, or 
airain.'it the men whose lips uttered the 
recitals, and whose Ih-es had been so 
shadowed by the dread prejsence of be- 
reavements of the most ghastly and 
awful character ? Their plain, unvar- 
nished statements of what they had 
witnessed made some shudder, and 
their native chants, though unintelligi- 
bly spoke in their solemn strains 
of the oppression and brutality which 
had been lavished upon their faith, 
what they had suffered, how they had 
endured, and liow a remnant had mar- 
vellously escaped, was a history that 
was fraught with exciting Interest, and 
received breathless attention. 

Tli« CbrUtllke Spirit of tbe ForeecuteA 

was not hard to discern, and the audi- 
ence listened In trembling admiration 
and wonder to the heart-hroken man 
who, after having gone through some 
of the most terrible of trials, asked 
his hearers, through the Interpreter, 
to pray that the heart of the Sultan 
might be changed. 

Tlic Commissioner's tender and sor- 
rowful appeals, and her call to action 
on the part of all present, to stretch out 
hands of help towards these adlicted 
ones, spoke to the consciences as woTl 
as to the emotions of the affected 
crowd. The Commissioner Is known

Equally enthusiastic and erowded— 
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despite the inclemency of the weather 
—and representative of the city's sym- 
pathy was Monday night's meeting. 

The ohairinau was the He v. J. E, 
Starr, the pastor of the Sydenham 
Street Methodist Cliurcli. His warm- 
hearted and keenly sympathetie de- 
meanor was much appreciated. So 
friendly was his spirit that one Offleer 
said afterwards that ho thinks 

The Ciiurmiui Would Make a Very Good 
SalvatlontBt. 

After speaking of the pleasure which 
he had had meeting the (Jener.^I and the 
Commandani, he said he was doubly 
pleased to be present on this occasion, 
and that he counted it an honor to 
meet Miss Booth. Ho spoke in higliest 
terms of the services which she had 
rendered In the interests of Christ and 
humanity. Going on to speak of the 
Armenians, he remarked ; 

"I cannot tell as thrilling a story as 
thp.se men behind me, but 1 warn you 
that when thoy are through youwill 
have to tell your story. They are the 
that M-hen they are through you will 
in the world." 

He wished, instead of taking 24, we 
could take tliem all Into this country. 
There was room tor S00,00a,i)00 on the 
great plains of the AVest. 

A few words from an Armenian wo- 
man spoke sti'.iight to the hearts of all 
who listened. Tlie inarks of past suf- 
fering and the memory of byfone ter- 
rible scenes were visible in her face 
as she said : 

"How can 1 tell sou liic Koriows of 
my heart and the terrible sights of 
those few days ? M'hon 1 try to speak 
n feel exhausted, and it comes before 
my eyes." 

She told them how gratefnl she \va? 
to tlie Salvation Arjny for the help 
I hey had given her, hut said how her 
heart was blcedlns over the Wl.,ngs 
and oppressions of those who were yet 
under the ciuel sway of the Turk. 

After this. Dot's singing of "To heal 
the broken heart He came," seemed 
specially appioprl.ate, and when, after 
one or two other experler-oes of the 
Armenians had Ijcen given, the Com- 
missioner rose to .i^peak, there ivas a 
feeling of deep interest and compassion 
upon the crowd. She spoke of the w.ay 
in which her own heart had suffered 
with the sufferers, and of the joy whicli 
she had in helping those whom she had 
been privileged to take under her care. 
She directed all hearts to the responsi- 
bility of caring for tliese refugees. As 
she 'concluded her burning appeal it 
would have been dlflioult for any neni-t 
tu iiave reiuitiltvu Uiimoveu or liiUld 
to havo refused help. 

The immediate slCn of the practical 
Interest which Kingston took In the 
object of these special meetings wim 
S233,85.

Some of our readers and friends will 
no doubt remember that about five 
years ago, Mr. Horatio Hodges made 
and published some statements serlou-s- 
ly reflecting upon the honor and integ- 
rity of the General, the Chlef- 
of-thc' Staff and some other mem- 
ber.'? of the General's family 
besides some of our leading of- 
ficers. Mr. Hodges, who was then 
an evangelist in Manchester, had pic- 
vlously nectiplHil a conildenKal pnstllnn 
as an Ollicer in the Army, and his 
statements were eminently calculated 
to shalce the confidenee of tho.sc who 
believed them in the honor and truth- 
fulnsg of our leaders. They caused the 
General great pain. 

It may be well to mention that it waa 
from these statements of Mr. Hodgea, 
contained in his printed pamphlet, that 
many of the misrepresentations circu- 
lated In Toronto with respect to the 
Army by means of a pamphlet called 
"New Facts" were drawn. 

For some time past, now, we are 
glad to say, Mr. Hodges hns been seek- 
ing a reconcilfatlon with us, and has 
given tSe General assurances admit- 
ting his errors, accompanied by many 
expressions of .sorrow for the course 
he has ndnpfert, which are. to the Gen- 
eral, of a ,';atlsfnctory nnture. In ad- 
dition to this, the following correspond- 
ence has x^nssed : 

December 21st. 1S9IJ. 

"Dear General,— I deeply rccret hav- 
ing wi apA and published the pam- 
phlet, entitled 'General Booth, the 
Family, and The Salvation Army,' .inrt 
I desire to acknowledge that those 
statements In that pamphlet, which rc- 
fleotpd upon your honor, ond that of 
the OfTcers of the Salv.-itlnn Arni%-. al- 
though at the time I wrote them I be- 
lie\'ed them to be true, I now see are 
misleading, and further, that those 'x- 
pres^lons of my opinions in the pnm- 
phlet. which would suggest or imply 
that you and the other person,-; named 
In it wore guilty of ml.sreprcsentatlon, 
and were thus not worthy nt the con- 
fidence and love of good men, were 
hnsed upon misapprehension on my 
nart ot the true circumstances of the 
case, and that I now wish to withdraw 
those opinions and no longer entertain 
them. 

"I believe that you, and the Chief of 
the Staff, and others about whom I 
hai-e been mistaken, nre men of honor 
and of truth. 

"I deplore thnt I have been thus mis- 
led, and. a.-) I hnve already, explained to 
you, I am flPBlrous ot being reooinlk-il 
vi-lth you and my former Comrades In 
the Army, and for thnt reason, .and ho- 
eause of the dk tates of my conselcncc. 
and that In the Interests of truth and 
rlghteousne.Ts. I make this ncltnowledg-' 
ment of my wrong, niid leave entirely 
to your discretion what, if any, u.se 
sliOHld be made of this acknowledg- 
ment nnd rctmctlon.
